The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1: 

In line 17 replace "4/A" with -A/4-- 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Kubo et al (US 6819379) does disclose the arrangement of all the plates 
disclosed in Claim 1 and 6 except for the use of an optical film and orientation film. 

Kubo et al does not disclose a twist angel of the liquid crystal layer of 0° or a twist 
angle smaller than 90° as expressed in Claim 1 and 6. Nor does it disclose that the 
orientation axis direction of the optical film's range is -5° to +5° and of the A/4 plate's 
range is -10s° to +10° with respect to the direction which is rotated by 90° in a 
clockwise direction from a resultant vector of the upper and lower orientation axis 
disclosed within Claim 1 and 6. Kubo et al also does not disclose the use of an optical 
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film having a negative uniaxial double refractive index ellipsoids arranged between two 
phase plates as well as the use of orientation films (orientation films is known to be 
used to provide the liquid crystal with the preferred direction) as disclosed in Claim 1 
and 6. 

Murayama et al (US 6778242) Figure 5 discloses a refractive index ellipsoid of a 

negative uniaxial optical compensatory sheet. 

However, details regarding the arranged layers and angles do not closely read 
on those specifics set forth in the present invention. It is not obvious to combine these 
references because there is no motivation to do so. Therefore, the present invention is 
considered to be unique over the prior art.
